The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 
12, 35 - 38, and 40 - 47 are allowable over the prior art for the reasons set forth in the 
last Office action (October 28, 2003). New claims 48 - 51 and 53 are allowable over 
the prior art at least for the reasons previously set forth with respect to their respective 
base claims. Claims 39 and 52 are allowable over the prior art since: 

The prior art, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or to fairly suggest, in 
the zoom lens system having a diffractive optical surface located on an object side 
surface of an optical element of the fourth unit, the fourth lens unit comprising three 
lenses, as now recited in claim 39. 

Hayashi, et al (U.S. Patent number 6,002,519) discloses a zoom lens system 
comprising three lenses in the fourth lens unit, but the second unit comprises a 
decentered lens. Hayashi, et al expressly teach that the second lens unit does not 
move upon zooming from the wide to telephoto end. 

Although Hoshi, et al (U.S. Patent number 5,815,320) disclose a zoom lens 
system with three lenses in the fourth unit, the surfaces having the lowest curvature (in 
examples 5-7) are image side surfaces. Thus, since it is known to select a relatively 
low curvature surface for placement of a diffractive surface, one would not have been 
motivated by manufacturing ease to select a surface an object side surface in the 
system of Hoshi, et al.

OLYMPUS OPTICAL (JP 06-324262 A) disclose a lens system with a diffractive 
surface. An abstract of this reference was enclosed with Applicant's I.D.S. of April 18, 
2001. However, the citation on form PTO-1449 was to JP 6-234262, and the 
publication pages included were not directed to a lens system. The citation on 
examiner's form PTO-892 is intended to clarify the record that JP 06-324262 A has 
been considered in its entirety.
